not a deliberate feed to and through him* The damage hea been enormous and I feel 
we must do what wo can to minimize it and* if possible* diminish or eliminate soma 
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of the predictable consequence a* 

to my lest trip to New Orleans I wbs able* after itlnce left* to pick 
up on some of the incomplete work I^been efcgeged upon# I fbund one of the people 
who*d interested me was. removed from ^lm’a Jurisdiction the night rerrie died and 
questioned by the police of the Fariah to which_he was token* told it was for Jim* 
and given oa reoaona whet does not make eenee* 1 hia escalates my interest* I expect 

to return to on when I’m there again# In the course of checking out the vpsu 
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fbotaga on Oswald (which I have had for a while and em having stills made from), 
Sciambra noted what I had missed, what a Mrs. John Tsrsikes in San Antonio,

1 now have more and have located atill more# It ia also being checked out for ne 
locally* What 1 have authenticates her* She bee that! kind of eye. **er husband, 
who ia e professional photographer and la known to the SAXO SS, believes her. 

Kind of late in the game to be learning new things with the trial so close, but

not get that handbill printed* 1 hove a tentative identification flf the aifitif 
picked by both the owner of the business end the other person who dealt with 
him* Each, independently, picked the some pictures from many. One did not even 
re cognize the arrest picture of Oswald, taken within a couple of months! He ia 
not a stranger* The second time i did this (the office lost " the first tape - 
end Boxley was with me; when I did itli Sciambra was along* ^Thatfc tape is not lo8t 
So, there is atill much work to be done, but now there ia no time* I do net 
know when I’ll be going there* The office will have to spend most of its time 
doing the legal work end preparing whet it has in hand. There can now be little * 
new investigation, though I f ll do what I esn* I hear from Sciambra regularly, by 
phone* beat guess is that I f ll be going shout 1/15, a week before the trial 
begins* Ot is supposed.yto* 
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*n the event I forgot it, as I did above, Joel ^almer waa part of 
the Oepartment of Bisinfomation operation, very much so. After he coiled one 
of J lm v 8 apparent witnesses one of the assassins, I can hardly understand how 
anyone ever again trusted him. But he was so trusted, he had copies of office 
data the office didnU hovel
